Al a lime when Ihc leading Millions oi Ihe world are striving 


to lay the foundation of a lasting peace Admiral Mayo, Com- 
mander-in-chief ot Ihc Atlantic Heel, comes forward with a 
call for an American navy far greater lhan was ever before 
dreamed of, a navy which he says would require "well up to 
one billion dollars annually to maintain." 


Admiral Mayo s;t3'S (he proposed'cnlargemcnt of Ihc Amer- 


ican Merchant Marine calls for the establishment of such a 
navy as he speaks of, and that now is the lime to crcalc it. 
Me says that as a result of the war Ihe financial centers of the 
world are lo shifl from Europe lo America, and lhal for this 
and other reasons it is necessary that this country should have 
(he greatest navy in the world, and he calls upon Congress to 
act on the matter without a moment's delay. 


Such lalk seems somewhat out of place at a lime when Ihe 


United Slate sis in conference wilh olher nations lo settle (he 
questons growing oul of the war just ended. 
One nf the 


greatest of these questions is how to reduce the danger of fur- 
ther wars lo llie minimum. 
U can hardly be contended lhal 


(he way to do this is lo arm to the teeth, either on land or sea, 
and il would certainly be in good lastc to wait until Ihc Peace 
Conference lias done its work before calling for such elaborate 
"preparedness" as is advocated by Admiral Mayo. 


If the outcome of. Ihe Peace Conference is anywhere near 


what is anticipated the nations concerned will be relieved of 
the mighty burden' of constant preparedness for war, an out- 
come lhal is devoutly lo be hoped for. 
No one is looking for 


absolute disarmament, but (he necessity of being "ready lo 
(ighl al the drop of ihe hat" will not exisl, and il will be per- 
missible and safe for (he nations lo devote their energies to 
(he pursuits of peace and lo enjoy (he fruits of peace. 


The proposition lo launch lliis gigantic and tremendously 


expensive project "willffnit delay" shows that (he influences 
behind il are alive lo Ihelsilualion, and realize thai if Ihe thing 
is hot "bulloncd up" before tlie people are thoroughly cooled 
down the chances for puling the project through will be slim. 


If the proposed League of Nations is formed—and there is 


every reason to believe it will be—the United Slates will never 
need such a navy as Admiral Mayo is talking about, unless it 
be to make soft bcrlhs for great numbers of ollicers and men 
and to serve as a constant and largely useless drain on Ihe 
national treasury. The world has had one horrible example of 
preparedness for war 'leading to war, and it is high lime iu 
face Ihe other way. 
Until the Peace Conference has done its 


work or failed in the attempt such talk as an American navy 
costing a billion dollars a year lo maintain is entirely oul ol 
place and will be unheeded by 'Congress if lhal body is as 
interested in Ihe welfare of the country as it ought lo be and 
professes lo be. 


Only a short time ago it was vigorously asserted lhal no 


foodstuDs must be sent" from ibis country lo Germany under 
any circumstances whatever, but already Mr. Hoover recom- 
mends lhal the Huns be allowed to import 6,000,000 bushels 
of grain from the United Slates monthly and 150,000,000' 
pounds of pork products every month, "il they are able to 
pay for it " At this rale how long will it be before German 
goods can he sold in this country without placarding the stores 
in which they are sold? 


There should be very general interest in (he hearing to be
